FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
FEBRUARY, 1908.* 


I.—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for February, 1908, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1907, show decreases in the value 
of the Imports into the United Kingdom, and also in the value of 
the Exports, both of British produce, and of Foreign and Colonial 
merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in February, 1908, was 52,426,8151., 
a decrease of 499,7821, or °9 per cent., as compared with 
February, 1907, whilst the total Exports amounted to 39,447,187. 
or a decrease of 2,051,988/. The Exports of British produce alone 
show a decrease of 125,8311., or ‘4 per cent., as compared with 
February, 1907, whilst there is a decrease of 1,928,1571., or 20°o 
per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial merchandise.

V.—SHIPPING IN FEBRUARY, 1908. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
February, 1908, amounted to 2,865,518 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 4,299,940 tons, as against 2,861,551 tons entered, and 
4,140,655 tons cleared during February, 1907. With regard to 
the coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during 
February, 1908, amounted to 2,457,201 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 2,428,703 tons, as against 2,450,120 tons entered, and 
2,418,137 tons cleared in February, 1907. 


VI.—TWO MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-FEBRUARY). 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, 
during the two months ended February, 1908, amounted to 
5,900,918 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 8,588,115 tons, as 
against 6,057,945 tons entered and 8,512,772 tons cleared during 
the corresponding period of 1907. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during the two months 
ended February, 1908, amounted to 4,945,966 tons, and the 
tonnage cleared to 4,883,290 tons, as against 5,052,135 tons 
entered and 4,988,057 tons cleared during the corresponding 
period of 1907. 





IVORY TRADE OF EGYPT. 


The following particulars of the ivory trade of Egypt are 
extracted from the February issue of the Journal of the British 
Chamber of Commerce of Egypt :— 

The accompanying statistics, prepared from the Customs returns, 
show the quantities and value of the ivory exported from Egypt 
during the past five years, and it will be seen that Great Britain

It is perhaps unnecessary to state that the so-called ‘“ Egyptian 
Ivory ” is not obtained in Egypt, there being no elephants or other 
ivory bearing animals in that country. ‘The main sources of 
supply are the Congo Free State, the Soudan, and Abyssinia. 
Egypt's interest in the trade is merely that of the merchant and 
shipper, the goods generally being brought down to Suez or 
Alexandria for shipment abroad. 

So far as the Soudan is concerned, with the exception of certain 
small districts, the Government have a monopoly of the ivory, and 
the shooting of elephants is forbidden unless a proper permit be 
obtained. For a fee of 50/. two full grown males may be killed, 
the tusks being then the property of the hunter. If, however, 
females or immature males are killed, the ivory is confiscated. 

All ivory taken from the protected areas is sold under the 
auspices of the Government by public auction in Omdurman 
about once. every three or four months, according to the supply. 
The sales are made by cantar (cantar = 99:05 lb.), and to the price 
paid has to be added a certain Government royalty, which varies 
from year to year. 

The principal native centre—not under the Government mono- 
poly—tor the purchase of Soudan ivory is Nehaud, in the Province 
of Kordofan, some 350 miles from Khartoum as the’ crow flies. 
The native merchants then take the ivory down to Omdurman, 
where it is sold by private treaty ‘to the representatives of the 
Egyptian houses. . The latter pay the Government duty when the 
tusks leave Omdurman. 

From Omdurman the ivory travels down by rail and water to 
Port Said, Suez or Alexandria. No packing is done, the tusks 
being merely wrapped round with loose sacking, in which state 
they also make tie journey to Kurope. 

The chief markets for the Soudan ivory are London and 
Antwerp. Quarterly sales as a rule are held, those in Antwerp 
following close upon the London ones. 

The Soudan ivory is divided into two categories, viz.: ‘“‘ Hard” 
and “ Soft.” ‘The latter, owing to its malleability, is the more 
valuable, since it is easier to work up than the ‘‘hard” variety. 

The main use to which “ cow” ivory is put is the manufacture 
of billiard balls, whilst the “bull” quality is used in the manu- 
facture of the many articles of commerce which contain ivory.

The Board of Agriculture and Fisheries have issued an Order, 
dated 4th March, 1908, prohibiting from the 
Ord 9th March, the landing in Great Britain of hay 
and rent reer or straw brought from a port or place in any of 
af S088. the following countries :—Argentine Republic, 
Austria-Hungary (including Bosnia and Herzegovina), Brazil, 
Belgium, France, Germany, Gibraltar, Greece, Italy, Malta, Monte- 
negro, Morocco, Netherlands, Ottoman Dominions, Paraguay, 
Portugal, Roumania, Russia, Servia, Spain, Uruguay. 
This Order does not apply to :— 

(a) Hay or straw which at the time of importation is being 
used for packing merchandise. 

(b) Manufactured straw not intended for use as fodder or 
litter for animals. 

(c) Hay or straw which is landed at a Foreign Animals’ 
Wharf for the purpose of being there destroyed or otherwise 
disposed of in accordance with any instructions given by the 
Board of Agriculture and Fisheries. 

(d) Hay or straw which is authorised to be landed for use 
otherwise than as fodder or litter for animals by a licence 
granted by an Inspector of the Board of Agriculture and 
Fisheries, which licence shall contain such conditions as in 
the opinion of the Board are necessary to prevent the intro- 
duction of disease by the hay or straw. 

(e) Hay or straw placed on board a vessel before the com- 
mencement of this Order for consignment to Great Britain. 

‘The expression “ animals” means horses, asses and mules; cattle, 
sheep, goats, and all other ruminating animals; and swine.

BRITISH INDIA. 


The “ Calcutta Gazette” for 15th January last contains a Notifica- 
tion (No. 37 S. R. of 14th January, 1908), 
stating that it is the intention of the Lieut.- 
Governor to revise the existing Rules framed 
under the provisions of section 155 of the Sea 
Customs Act, 8 of 1878, for the purpose of 
regulating the denaturalisation of spirits imported into India, for 
which the reduced rate of duty (5 per cent. ad valorem) may be 
claimed under Article 1 of Schedule III. of the Indian Tariff Act, 
8 of 1894. 

Under the Rules laid down in the Notification it is provided, 
inter alia, that imported spirit may be rendered effectually and 
permanently unfit for human consumption, so as to bear the 
reduced rate of duty, by the admixture, in certain specified pro- 
portions, either of caoutchoucine or of wood naphtha and mineral 
naphtha. 

The ingredients are to be procured by the importer or his agent, 
at his own expense, and the admixture may only be made at such 
time and place, and in the presence of such officers as the Collector 
of Customs may direct. 

The revised Rules, which, when confirmed, will supersede those 
published with the Notifications of 12th May and 29th September, 
1897, may be seen at the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the 
Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.

AUSTRALIAN COMMONWEALTH. 


With reference to the notices which have appeared from time to time 
in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” respecting the 
importation of “minor articles to be used in 
the manufacture of goods within the Common- 
wealth,” the Board of Trade have received a copy of a Customs 
By-law giving a complete list of the minor articles that may be 
imported into the Commonwealth free of duty, the following 
being the principal additions which have been made thereto :— 

For apparel: bindings, not being edgings, or combinations of 
bindings and edgings ; trouser, buttons, lettered, 7.e., trader’s name, 
and other lettering ; dress preservers (if not permanent fixture to 
dress) ; featherbone (covered): in lengths ; featherbone sets, plain 
or covered; labels, with or without woven design; coat looping, 
in the piece (plain or otherwise) for hangers; spoon busks; and 
whalebone sets, plain or covered. 

For bays, portmanteaux, and trunks: rivets (fancy) for steel 
trunks. 


For blinds: knob holders.

For books: metal clips and metal parts for the manufacture of 
loose leaf books. 

For boots and shoes: galoons similar to hat galoons; wooden 
heels shod with rubber plate; heel protectors or plates (metal) ; 
holder’s clip (metal) used in the manufacture, to hold on top band ; 
metal toe plates; tubular rivets; shanks and shanking of any 
material ; heel slugs; tapes, drill stay or stay tape; leather toe 
tips ; also welting, being a seam, welting or beading. 

For fuse : jute yarn, on importer giving security that it is to be 
used for that purpose only; also tapes in the piece for making 
safety fuse. 

For hats and caps: bands (plain or with woven names thereon) 
in the piece or. cut to size, but not made up; galoons, 2 inches in 
width and under of one colour. 

For incandescent mantles : fabrics cut to size and shape. 

For leatherware, harness, saddles and whips: hip strap chains ; 
pole chains; chains, backband or hook, bellyband with hook; elk 
skin ; studs for wallets; also trace end toggles. 

For roller shutters : springs. 

For textile goods: cotton yarn, including cotton yarn for the 
manufacture of cordage. 

For woodware: screws for wood.

With regard to river and sea navigation, Mr. Clarke states that 
the schemes put forward for the making of new 
canals, navigable by large ships (such as the 
Theiss-Danube Canal) have been apparently 
temporarily put aside. The Minister of Agri- 
culture has, however, elaborated a plan involving a cost of about 
100,000,000 crowns (4,166,600/.) for the regulation of rivers, the 


execution of which is t6 be commenced next year.

maribo). Four steamers, with a speed of 13 knots, have been 

built for this service, and are designed for the carrying of fruit 

from Surinam, under contract with the United Fruit Company. 
The first sailing was to be from New York on 2nd March. 





BRAZIL. 


H.M. Consul at Rio de Janeiro (Mr. A. Chapman) calls attention 
to the publication in the Brazilian ‘ Diario 
Official ” of the 9th February of the text of new 
pilotage regulations for the ports, coasts and 
navigable rivers of Brazil. These regulations include matters 
relating to buoying, salvage and life-saving, besides pilotage. 
Mr. Chapman remarks that although, as he understands, the 
regulations are now in force, yet the service is still unorganised, 
while the pilot and look-out stations are not established; nor is 
it clear from the text now published at which points pilotage is 
obligatory or what are the dues chargeable. He is informed, 
however, that a further publication will be made, in which these 
particulars will be given.

Area of claims: (1) for precious stones, a square of 10 metres 
per side ; (2) for precious metals, a square of 100 metres per side ; 
(3) dredging, a rectangle of a maximum area of 2,500 hectares, 
and of which no side shall be greater than 5,000 metres; (4) for 
all other mineral deposits, a rectangle not exceeding 100 hectares. 

The tax for an ordinary mining licence is 5,000 reis (about 11.), 
and for a special mining licence, 50,000 reis. 

With an ordinary licence the prospector can peg (a) precious 
stones, 10 claims; ()) precious metals, 10 claims; (c) any other 
species of mineral, 1 claim. With a special licence the number of 
claims that may be registered is: (a) precious metals, 500 claims ; 
(b) dredging, 1 claim ; (c) any other species of mineral, 5 claims. 

The following claims are free from taxes: (1) discoverer’s claims 
so long as they shall not have been transferred by sale; (2) coal 
and iron mines. 

The mineral taxes which are paid annually are of two kinds, 
viz., fixed taxes and proportional taxes, but all mines are free from 
the proportional taxes during the first two years from date of 
manifest. 

The fixed tax is 500 reis per hectare for claims which are not 
for precious stones or metals; 2,500 reis per hectare for claims of 
precious metals; 25,000 reis per hectare for claims for precious 
stones ; and 100,000 reis ~ hectare for dredging claims. 

The proportional tax is 4 per cent. on concessions which are not 
for precious stones or metals, and 2 per cent. on claims of precious 
stones and metals, and is assessable on the value of minerals 
extracted and put outside the mouth of the mine. 

Machinery and other implements for mining and for the 
mechanical preparation of minerals, as also for metallurgical 
workshops, are not subject to any duties of importance, and only 
pay a statistical duty of 1 per 1,000 ad valorem.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 


H.M. Embassy at Washington reports, with reference to the metal 

industry of the United States, that the revival 
Metal Industry. of combinations, pools and agreements with the 

avowed purpose of restricting production and 
maintaining or advancing prices has been the most prominent 
feature of the industry since the beginning of 1908. Agreements 
entered into by pig-iron producers in the South, Central West and 
East thus far have proved inadequate, and already there is evidence 
of dissension, resulting in considerable irregularity in prices, all of 
the large business reported to have been taken in pig-iron having 
been at prices below the agreed level. 


With regard to coal, H.M. Embassy reports that one of the most 
important developments in the general adapta- 

Coal Industry. tion of production to reduced demand concerns 
soft coal, the output of which is to be reduced 

by 60 per cent. under an agreement arrived at in New York. This 
agreement has been forced on by the accumulation of supplies due 
toa general decline in demand and a consequent reduction in price, 
in apite of efforts to maintain it. Soft coal has been sold recently 
at 2°40 dols. per ton, the contract price with transatlantic lines 
being 3:30 dols. per ton, and the general reduction is estimated at 
about 50 cents per ton. ‘The agreement was arrived at by repre- 
sentatives of the mining districts and is said to have the support 
of the railways, who will enforce it by restricting the cars to be 


supplied.

The Board of Trade have received, through the courtesy of the 


ose Australia in London (Captain R. Muirhead 
— Collins, R.N., C.M.G.), a copy of the ‘ Clarion ”’ 
newspaper (Melbourne) containing a special supplement giving 


information respecting the trade, production, agriculture, &., of 


the Territory of Papua, which is administered by the Common- 
wealth Government. 

With regard to rubber cultivation it is stated that Papua is 
especially suited for this purpose. It possesses a large area of easily 
accessible virgin forest and scrub land lying along a great portion 
of its 3,000 miles of coast line, and tracts of equally good land in 
the interior. At Sogeri there are cultivated Para trees three and 
a-half years old, 18 ins. in circumference 3 ft. above the ground, 
and seeding in their fourth year, which means that they are mature 
and tappable. ‘These three and a half and four year old trees 
have been raised from seed; by raising from rubber stumps two 
years old, but cut back to represent a year of growth, it is possible 
to steal a year out of time by bringing the tree to certain maturity 
in the fourth year. ‘The Ficus Elastica at Sogeri also shows a 
wonderful development in four years of growth. The fact. of the 
Sogeri trees being capable of production ‘at four years is regarded 
as conclusive proof of the land being especially suitable for rubber 
growing.

The plantation of cocoa palms is proceeding satisfactorily, and the 
general production of the Colonies is on the increase. German New 
Guinea exported a small amount of rubber, and in Samoa about 
2,500 acres of land, hitherto uncultivated, were taken up. The 
total value of the goods exported from the islands increased by 
50,0007.

The rise of the Roghi tribe in 1903 caused the stream of French im- 
ports into Morocco by way of Algeria to take the alternative route vid 
Melilla, and as a consequence its total trade in 1905 and 1906 
amounted to 482,0001. and 463,000/. respectively. French imports 
held the first place until 1906, when the United Kingdom took 
the lead, Spain being third. The French imports mostly consist ot 
sugar and flour, the English of cotton goods and soap, whilst the 
- Spanish are merely supplies tor the garrison, &c. It is expected 
that when a state of security is restored on the frontier, the use of 
the trade routes across Algeria into Morocco will be encouraged, 
thus deflecting at least the french imports into their original route. 
It is also probable that the railway to Tlemcen will be taken much 
nearer the frontier, and even across it towards Taza and Fez.

their right of recourse to the Federal Courts until the distant date 
at which the institution of federal incorporation advocated by the 
present Administration be realised.”

On application being made to it either 
personally or by letter, the Branch supplies, so far as is 
possible, information with regard to the following subjects, viz. : 
Commercial Statistics ; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial 
Tariffs and Customs Regulations; Lists of firms abroad engaged 
in particular lines of business in different localities; Foreign and 
Colonial Contracts open to Tender. Sources of Supply, Prices, 
&c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &., &c. There 
is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branca, where, in addition 
to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of the 
Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of Trade, 
specimens of special interest that may be received from India, 
the Colonies, &c.. are exhibited from time to time. The Govern-

Special Indian and Colonial Trade Enquiry Offices. 


India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. The office 
is under the superintendence of an India Office official, who is in 
daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. The 
current publications of the Government of India dealing with 
Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic pro- 
ducts, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened, under the designation of ‘Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 
A Canadian representative attends daily to deal with enquiries 
and applications regarding Canadian import and export trade, and 
to supply information about Canadian matters generally. Personal 
appointments can be arranged when desired.

Victoria.—The Government of Victoria (Australia) have an 
extensive and varied collection of products of the State on view 
at the Show Room of their London Offices (142, Queen Victoria 
Street, E.C.). Lists of the Exporters of the State, with their Agents 
in the United Kingdom, and full particulars relating to the trade, 
prospects, &c., of the State, can be obtained upon application to 
the Agent-General for Victoria, at the above address. 

New South Wales.— With a view to facilitating the acquiring of 
information regarding the State’s products, the New South Wales 
Government have a commercial branch attached to the Agent- 
General’s Department at 123-125, Cannon Street, E.C. A great 
variety of specimens are on view—typical of the mineral, timber, 
agricultural and other products of the country. Full information 
is given here, free of cost, to all desirous of particulars respecting 
New South Wales. Mr. Walter Preedy (formerly of the State 
Agricultural Department) is at present in charge of this branch. 

Queensland.— For the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, -E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters relating 
to Queensland. A collection of articles representative of the 
pastoral, agricultural, and mining industries of Queensland is on 
view, and information regarding these industries can be obtained 
at the Office, as above. 

South Australia.—The Government of South Australia have 
established a Produce Department at the offices of the Agent 
General, Threadneedle House, 28, Bishopsgate Street Within, 
London, E.C. Mr. A. E. M. Norton, the Commercial Agent, is in 
charge of this department, and he will supply, free of cost, full 
information regarding the exports from South Australia of all sorts 
of Produce. Specimens of every description of South Australian 
Produce are now displayed in one of the offices of the Commercial 
Agent’s Department. 

Cape of Good Hope—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have offices at 98, Victoria Street, London, S.W., for the purpose 
of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the superintendence 
of the Trades Commissioner, who, together with the Commercial 
Agent, deals with, and supplies free, information on trade subjects 
connected with the Colony, such as commercial products, industries, 
trade, tariff regulations, commercial statistics, railway rates, 
prospects for emigration, &c., &c. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony—A Trade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C. by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, but under the 
general direction of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the 
Board of Trade. The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals 
with, and supplies free, information in regard to the products and 
resources of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to 
the settler, their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in 
force in them affecting trade, &., &c.
